The conspiracy between 
the three organizations was one to 
raise prices of materials and work and 
make rake-offs for the plumbers. They 
combined to take money out of 
people.” 
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Where Rights Cease. 
“But the men had a right to make 
an agreement not to work if they wish 
to,” protested Mr. O'Donoghue. 
+ “But they did ft to help out another 
combine,“ answered Col. Denison, “It 
was @ case of the union trying to force 
Mr. Reeves back into the Master 
Plumbers*® Association, The law has 
recognized the right of workingmen to 
combine together not to work, but in 
this particular case the journeymen 
plumbers will not work, because the 
Master Plumbers aimed at would not

Farmers at Peterboro Demand a Re- 
duction In the Tariff. 


~ Peterboro’, Dec. 1--The altting of 
the Tariff Commission yesterday a.- 
tracted a large audlence of farmers, 
deputations being present from Peter- 
boro, Lennox, Victoria and Frontenac 
counties. 

D. D: Rogers, cx-M. P. of Frontenac 
and John A Wlimet, president of the 
Farmers’ Association of Frontenac, 
urged a general reduction in the tariff, 
claiming that protection had not bene- 
fitted the farmer. Mr, Wilmot did not 
whsh to sce a duty placed on binder 
twine, Mr, Nogera sald that protection 
and a high tariff was a huge folly. He 
denounced the combines, and charac- 
terized them as a curse to the coun- 
try. 

Dawson Kennedy of Peterboro en- 
dorsed the stand taken by the Domin- 
fon Grange, that the tariff should be 
reduced to a sirictly revenue basis. 

John Finlay, Sf. P., of ‘East Peter- 
boro’, carriage manufacturer, asked for 
&@ specific. valuation on several things 
entering {nto the manufacture of ve 
hiclea. 

George W. Watta of the Canadian 
General Electric Co. contended that 
as the tariff stood at present there was 
for the company he represented very 
little protection. The duty was high 
on all materials used by the company. 

A deputation representing the farm- 
ers of Victoria County, heade@.by Sen- 
ator McHugh, gave evidenas. Warden 
Stabback, George Johnston and. John 
Campbell, all expressed themselves as 
being sattsfied with the present tariff, 
and did not wish for any changes. 
They strongly opposed any increased 
protection for the manufacturera: If 
any change was to be made it should 
be a reduction of the duties on farm 
implements and materials which farm- 
ers buy. ‘They. claimed that high pro 
tection was the father of combines, 
and farmera had to bear the heaviest 
burden, The farmers would not stand 
it any longer. They were golng to put 
business first and party afterwards, and 
fight for their rights. 

The manufacturers were represented 
by Hon. J, R. Stratton, on behalf of 
the Peterboro’ Lock Works; R. R. Hall, 
M.P., on behalf of the Canadian Cord- 
age Co, and the Colonial Weaving Co. 
Thomas Barrie on behalf of the fur 
manufacturers; Horne Bros. Wool 
Mills of Lindsay, and the pottery, tn- 
dustry of BellevMle were also repre 
ented. All asked for a readjustment 
of the tariff, giving thelr respective 
concerns increased prot,ction.

This coating of silver crystals is very 
easily rubbod off the scaics, and in the 
ense of a European species of. carp 
known as tho “bleak” the crystals are 
80 numerous that a metallic pigment, 
commercially known as “argentine,” Is 
made from them. The large’ globular 
Blass beads, known as “German” or 
“Roman” pearls, are coated on the in- 
side with thls substance, In some spe- 
cles of fish swith Justericss scales the 
silvery lning 1s fonnd on the inside of 
the body.

This law 
provided for a transfer of the Canadian 
policyholders of the Mutual Reserve 
Life Insurance Co. from the assessment 
plan to a fixed premium plan. Asked 
if it Is true that under that law the 
policyholders. in the United States are 
compelled, when 63 years old.‘ to psy 
twice as inuch as the Canadian policy- 
holder under the company’s lf-year 
plan at the same age. Mr. Eldredge 
vas unable to answer to questions, but 
romised to get the information for the 
»mimittes, 

‘The effect of the Canadian law, he 
said, is to compel the company to 
guarantee that its rate would not ex- 
eced the Great Britain experience ta 
ble of mortality. Since reincorporation, 
he added, the assessment policyholders 
in the United States are permitted to 
change their policies to a fixed pre 
mium plan, not subject to assessment 

Mr. Eldredge compared the policies 
issued to Canadians under the new law 
there to the policy held by David Hall, 
who had complained to Governor Folk 
of Missourl that the Mutual Reserve 
had notified him that he owed the com- 
pany $3,329 after having pald = pre- 
miumsTo"the company for a long term 


of yeara, 
Perkins to Quit. 

Mr. Eldredge sald the len of $1,329 
on Hall's policy would be wiped out in 
16 ycare, while the tlen on the Cana- 
dian policy would wipe out the policy 
in 29 years,” This is because Hail pald 
xo much larger premiums than> the 
Canadian, as to pay five per cent. In- 
terest on ithe lien while the company 
charged the Canadian, under the: law, 
41-2 per cent, Interest on the Hen of 
his policy. , 

Senator Armstrong, chairman of the 
committee, sald yeaterday that the 
committee expected to finish its work 
by Dec. 31, but that sf it did not, the 
committee would not pass out of ex- 
intence when the Legislature assembl- 
ed, tnieas that body-so ordered.

The Olrl Fish and the Shinte Shrine 
at Cheeh!. 

Most Shinto shrines in Japan have a 
story. Here is one which is told of the 
leading shrine of Choshi: A traveler 
was enterfilned in the home of a rich 
man. A daughter.of the host, fell in 
love with the traveler, who did not 
care for her because she was ugly. 
Belng under obligation to the family, 
ke could not ignore the girl's love, so 
he told her that be meant to drown 
himself the next day. Bhe decided to 
do the same and did it. The traveler 
gaye up the kdea—if he ever had it 

One of the gods changed the giri into 
& fish, and .to this day the Gshermen of 
the town often sce that particular fish 
in the waters near their shores, Some- 
times she is caught in the nets, but she 
‘s always -reverently returned to the 
tea, A/ahrine was erected on the hill 
above the town and dedicated to the 
memory of the girl fish. - 

Before’ starting out to sea the fisher. 
men go to this shrine to pray for good 
luck, and In their absence the families 
continue to invoke the favor of the god. 
A storm at sea or absence of luck 
means thatthe fish god has! been of- 
fended and must be appeased by spe- 
clal offerings. 








PANTS AND VESTS. 


The Difference Detween Them and 
‘Trousers and Walisteeats. 

Why do the trade journals ignore the 
word “pants,” and what Is the differ- 
ence between “trowsers” and “trou- 
sers” and between “vest” and “waist- 
coat?’ asks a correspondent of the 
Clothier and Farnisher. 

“Pants” is an abbreviation of “pan- 
taloons,” a word foisted upon us by 
the French, though possibly derived 
from the Italian “pantaleon,” which, 
according to the poet Byron, hasan ill 

eedned connection with the Hon-of Bt 
Mark’s, in Venice. “Trowsers’’ is /old 
English modernized into “trodsers,” 
which is the proper spelling. “Vest” 
ts an abbreviation of “vestment.” An- 
other poet, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
traces it to Loudoners in his line which 
says: " : 

‘Tha dangerous walstooat, called by cock- 
neys “vest.” 

Genteel usage declares “pants” to be 
vulgar, though It and “pantaloons” and 
“vest” have their place in trade and so 
tecelve recognition, We end the matter 
with another quotation from Holmes: 
‘The thing named “pants” tn certain docu-

This is 
one of tho most promising cities In 
the world to-day, but it must of ne- 
ecasity grow with tho country which 
feeds it. It ls an expensive plsce to 
live in and an expensive piece to do 
business In, so that cvery man who 
lives. hero must do well, or very 
wbortly go to the wall. This Is just 
what is happoning to our small 
tradesmcn at the present tine. 

Wo hope that none of our castera 
business friends wili be alarmed at 
dhis reduction’ in the number of 
stores in Winolpeg. From an -exam~ 
ination of the financlal statements 
of some of them which we Layo 
mado this:woek, we should say that 
these should nevor hare been allow. 
ed to go into busincss. They were 
aturted without sufficient caplral. 
The whotcsalo people, who are the 
heaviest losers, havo themselves to 
thank for their losses. And after 
oll there is en encouraging thing 
nbout it all. The city of Winnlpeg is 
gradually emerging from the boom 
which has been’ so marked a {esturo 
of its life during tho past (lve or 
more years, und ja_getting Lack too 
healthy basis again. This process can: 
vot te accomplished without. somo 
fosa to individuals, and that Is what 
is happening in the case of our .re- 
tail stores at the present. time. {t 
should be carefully borne in mind 
that the trouble noted is confined to 
Winnipeg, and does not apply to the 
coun(ry trade. Tho country 
hind Winnipeg tx in a better condi. 
tion than usual, and there is not any 
reason to believo that there will be 
any of this difficulty ontside of the 
tity of Winnipeg.

Not Fighting Ryan. 

Mr. Harriman dectared to the com- 

mittee that he did not confer with Mr. 
Odell about the advisability of the 
legislative action, and that he has not 
yet taken any action to thwart Ryan's 
plans. 
Last spring, Harriman said, when 
the management of the Equitable Life" 
was divided into two factions, the one 
headed by President W. Alexander and 
the other by James" Hyde, an attempt 
was made by the Alexander faction 
to induce the Legislature to’ mutualize 
the society. Harriman sald ho asked 
members of the Legislature to” watch 
out for any legislation favorabie to the 
Alexander faction and to report to him 
if it appeared. 

He was averse to disclosing the 
names of the men to whom he made 
this request, and only consented to do 
so, after repeated urging on the part 
of Senator W. W. Armstrong, cha!r- 
man of the committee, and by Ar. 
Hughes and after he had been allowed 
to consult with his counsel. He then 
stated that it was Governor Higgins 
and Speaker Nixon. He added that no 
such legislation was introduced. and 
that he took no steps through Higgins 
and Nixon to prevent it. 

Queer Policies. 

In examining Actuary Molr of the 
Provident Society, who was the next 
witness, Mr. Hughes produced a letter 
from H. Clay Evans, formeriy Ameri- 
can Consul-General at London, Eng- 
land, in which Mr. Evans wrote to the 
committee that he had pald an annual 
premium of $202 for ten years on & 
straight life policy. At the end of ten 
yeara, he wrote, the Provident Society 
increased the rate 25 per cent. ‘Hughes 
also read a complaint from an lillnola 
man, who similarly complained. 

The witness said that the policies 
of this class issued by the Provident 
Soclety prior to 1899 were segregated 
as a class and compelled to pay higher 
rates of premiums because the tate of 
mortality on them was higher than was 
expected and because later policies 
gave assurance, subject to condition. 
that the rates on the latter anips, would 









not de Increased. It was represented 
to the holders of these policies, wit- 
ness sald, that dividends on a surplus 
would be applied to reduction of pre- 
miums 

An Admission. 

“Bo that is another instance,” said 
Mr. Hughes, “of the fatuity of the 
attempt to give Insurance rates so low 
that they cannot be maintained, and 
attempt to give by expectation of dlvi- 
dGends on a aurplus which will not 
come true in anything dut extraordin- 
ary circumstances.”

BERNIER’S DUTY. 


Navigator Says He Owes That Much 
to Canada. 


Capt. Bernter addressed the members 
of the Montreal Canadian Club recent: 
ly on the subject of the discovery of 
the North Pole. The captain Is firmly 
convinced that the North Pole belongs 
to Canada. Although today people 
sailed In fine vessels, he said, these vex- 
sels were not altogether perfect. Uniti! 
We had studied the question of mag 
netic disturbances around the North 
Pole we could not make ships that were 
Derfect’ We must know the magnetic 
disturbances of the oompass and be 
fore we know thelr cause we must 
know the whole carth. 

Referring. to the questton of route, 
Capt. Bernier sald that since 1827 
the idea was to reach the pole by the 
Eastern route, and unt!l four or. five 
years ago men and ships had to be 
adapted to that route. But, holds the 
captain, if the North Pole fs to be 
reached, Jt must be by natural eur- 
rents, and during the intervals of be- 
ing held fast, careful observation must 
be made. The result of all expeditions 
has been that when'a ship reaches the 
stage of being frozen In she has to 
o2me back.
